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-etlramt  of  Our  fcrvants:  neither  returned  he  thither,  or  parted 
over  by  any  Warrant  granted  by  Us  after  rhat  time. 

For  the  breach  of  Vnvi  ledge  in  the  Accufirion  of  the  Lord 
Kymbolton,  and  the  five  Members  of  the  houlb  of  Com  nons, 
We  thoighc  We  had  given  lb  ample  finsfaction  in  Our  feve- 
ralJ  Metlages  co  thac  purpoie,  that  ft  mould  be  no  more  prerted 
againft  us,  .being  confident  if  the  breach  etfWhriledge  had  beene 
greater  then  hath  bin  ever  before  cftcrecf,Oiir  acknowledgement 
and  retractation  hath  beene  greater  then  ever  King  hadi  given, 
betides  the  not  examining  how  many  cfOur  Privi ledges  have 
beene  invaded  m  defence  and  vindication  of  the  other;  And 
therefore  We  hoped  Our  true  and  earned  Protection  in  Onr 
anfwer  to  your  Order  concerning  the  Militia  ,  would  fo  farre 
have  iatisfied  you  of  your  intentions  then,  that  you  would  no 
more  have  entertained  any  imagination  of  any  other  defigne 
then  We  there  expreffed 

But  why  the  lifting  of  fo  many  Officers,  and  entertaining  them, 
at  VVkirekail  mould  be  miiconftrued,  VVc  much  marvell,  when 
it  is  notorioufly  knowne  ;  the  tumults  at  ffrefimi»ft-er  were  lb

Subjects,  in  defence  of  the  Hellion  mi  publiquegocd  of  the 
Kin^donie ;  Have  we  given  you  no  other  c  arnett  but  words4to 
fecure  yon' of  thole  defues ;  The  very  Rcmonftrance  of  the 
Houik  of  Common  (  pubiifhed  m  November  hi\ )  of  the  ftatc 
of  the  Kingdomc  allows  vs  a  more  reall  Teftimonic  of  onr  g6od 
Aft'e&ions  then  words :  That  Rcmonltrance  valued  Our  A&s 
©fCraceafld  Juftic^at  lb  high  a  rate,  that  it  declared  the  King- 
dome  to  be  then*  gainer,  though  it  had  chared  it  felre  by  Bils 
of  Subfidies  and  Pol- money  ,  with  leavy  of  6coooo  pound', 
fcefides  the  cone  ratting  of  a  Debt  to  Our  Scots  Subjects  of 
2200C0  pounds.

Now  if  thefe  be  not  reall  ex  ore  (li- 
ons of  zh*  AftWhons  of  our  Soule.  for  the  pubhke  good  of  <£>ur 
Kingdome,  We  muft  confcfle  that  Wc  wane  skill  to  man:  felt 
them.
